The  motor  car  problem  la  fast  be- 
coniinK  one  of  the  moat  acute  and 
difficult  of  modern  problems.  The 
statistician  of  repute  has  indicated 
a  sure  and  simple  way  of  solving  it;

way.  The  motor  industry  is  too  vast 
and  too  powerful  to  permit  it  to  be 
solved  in  that  way  The  niofor  car 
dri\er  is  too  strongly  wedded  to  his 
pet  idol  to  consent  to  the  solution  of 
it 'in  that  way.
